Building this power plant was 
about one hundred times more of a 
proposit'on than its originators fore- 
‘saw. First the low masonry dam 
was completed, 660 feet across the 
river, the waterways thus erected

From the early years 
of the last century the island was # 
well-known calling-place for whaling 
ships, which came there to buy “hogs 
and to diversify the monotonous sea 
rations of their year-long cruises. But 
although these visits were no doubt 

'fairly mumerous, says a writer in

chorage at which even a modern full- 
powered steamer can lie with any de- 
gree of safety. Steam must be kept 
}up all the time so as to leave at a 
moment’s notice, even though these 
vessels are moored to the splendid ser- 
.es of buoys which are now within two 


‘athoms of water. 

There are at present 475 aboriginal 
inhabitants, the remains of a popula- 
tion whicn oniy torty years ago num- 
bered over 1,000; and they are the 
owners of an island which, although 
only 1,500 acres in extent, had a total 
trade with the Commonwealth of Aus- 
tralia alone valued in 1908 at £314,000, 
and which in that year exported one- 
twentieth of the whole world’s supply 
of phosphate. Probably no richer is- 
land of the same size exists; I am 
sure that there is none Inore curious, 
I first visited the place in 1896, and 
found it in the occupation of a purely 
native community, All communication 
with the outer world was then re- 
stricted to the occasional visit of a 
Sydney steamer, which called in pass- 
jag to buy shark fins and tails for 
export to China. The day was fine, 
and the sea (for Ocean Island) slight, 
and I well remember the natives com- 
ing off in their canoe with bundles 
of shark fins, and their extreme anx- 
iety to exchauge UWnelr wurderous-ivva- 
ing spears and swords edged with 
sharks’ teeth for glass bottles, witts 
which I suppose they shaved them- 
selves and cut. each vther’s hair, 

The men were a fine athletic race, 
wonderfully clever in managing their 
outrigger canoes, and rather dark in 
color when compared with the Gilbert 
Islanders, the result of their constant 
exposure to the equatorial sun while 
fishing. clothed with but a scanty kilt 
of grass or pandanus fibre. They spoke 
the purest Gilbertine, and are beyond 
question members of that race; their 
tattooing closely resembled that of the 
Gilbert Islanders, with whom I was 
well acquainted. Since the current 
was strong and it was impossible for 
us to anchor, the vessel stood “off 
and on,” while the barter of shark 
fins for ‘‘trade” was in progress, and 
I only landed for a short time at the 
village of Uma, on the southeast cor- 
ner of the igland, at a spot protected 
to some extent by a point of the reef 
upon which an enormous ocean swell 
was breaking. I little thought as I 
walked about among the curious na- 
tives, follovred by a troop of delight- 
ful-looking clamorous children, that 
under my feet lay wealth beyond the 
dreams of avarice, and that in 193 
yeafs’ time I should again visit the 
island, to find railways, electric light, 
and telephones installed, and to see 
four or five 6,000-ton steamers waiting 
to carry away the very ground on 
which I stood. In 1896 the last whita 
man who lived on Ocean Island u 
relic of some dozen who once dwelt 
there—had. died, and there was no 
European lett. ,n 1908 there were 30 
white employes df the Pacific Phos- 
phase Co., 350 Japanese, and some 700 
aborers of the Gilbert and Ellice Is- 
lands, besides the 470 aboriginal na- 
tives who still survive.

Sir Donald Mann is Very Enthusias- 
tic Over Progréss of Construction 
Work—Hopes to Have Trains Run- 
ning from.

Winnipeg.—In three years the Can- 
adian Northern will have a transeon- 
tinental railroad, and one year from 
next spring the C, N. R. will have a 
fleet of passenger steamers on the 
Great Lakes.

given by Sir Donald Mann, in an in-| 


terview, speaking of the construction 
work in the west, Sir Donald was 
quite enthusiastic over the progress 
that had been made. 

“Already,” said Sir Donald, “ninety 
miles of grade work has been com- 
pleted from the coast to Hope, and on 
this section of the road the tracklay- 
ing is going on fapidly. From Van- 
couver the work is progressing, and 
the first forty miles of grade. will. be 
finished in December. . Between Hope 
and Kamloops the grading is being 
done all along the line, work having 
just got nicely startéd. 

“We hope to havé this section com- 
pleted within two years, and in fact 
the contractors are under contract to 
be finished in that time. However, I 
think it will take perhaps six months 
or a year longer to: do this. Trains 
should be running in three years and 
from the look of the way things are 
progressing on the eastern section the 
line at the end of three years will look 
very much like a transcontinental.’’ 

Asked if there was any truth in the 
statement that Canadian Northern in- 
terests were behind the extending of 
American lines into Canada, Sir Don- 
ald stated: ““We are building the Can- 
adian Northern to take the business 
through Canada.”’

Divorce Increases in Germany 

Berlin.—Divorce in Germany, the 
classic land of husband-rule, is heav- 
ily on the increase, according to the 
official statistics for 1909, which have 
just been published. 

While the average number of divor- 
ces during the five preceding years 
was about 12,000, the number rose in 
1909 to 14,730. No fewer than 6,228 
divorced men and 6.261 divorced wo- 
men had been previously married, 
Statistics show that men’s favorite 
marrying age in Germany is between 
twenty-four and twenty-six, while that 
of women is between twenty-one and 
twenty-four. 


Change in Title for the Governor 

| Ottawa.—When the Duke of Con- 
naught comes to Canada his correct 
title will be ‘“‘His Royal Highness 
Duke of Connaught, Governor-general 
of Canada.” The secretary of state 
has written the city clerk to that ef- 
| fect and also pointing out that con- 
} trary to custom in the past, the new 
governor-general will not be termed 
“His Excellency.”’ The title borne 
by Earl Grey and his predecessors 
while representing the King in this 
country will be dropped. During the 
duke’s term of office, the letters H. R. 
H, will precede his present title. 


Wm. McKinnon Resigns 

Ottawa.—Wm. McKinnon, B. A., 
Canadian trade commissioner at Birm- 
ingham, England, has resigned, and 
will, it is understood, go into private 
business. Mr. McKinnon ‘was for 
some years in the fruit branch of the 
department of agriculture and was 
sent to Bristol as trade commissioner 
in 1904. J. E. Roy, trade commission- 
er at Havana, uba, has been in- 
structed to replace Mr. McKinnon in 
Birmingham, 


$750,000 in Gold Reaches Seattle 

Seattle, Wn.—The steamship Sena- 
tor arrived from Nome recently with 
240 passengers and $750,000 of gold 
bullion consigned to San Francisco. 
Besides this gold many of the passen- 
gers carried treasure. O. P, Goss had 
$50,000 in dust, the result of two years 
toil in Iditarod, and Wong Ley, a 
Chinese laborer, who had employed 
his spare time in washing out Pukon 
gravel, had $4,000.

NO DANGER OF WAR! 


GERMANY STILL EXPECTS A 
SLICE OF THE CONGO 


German Foreign Secretary States That 
His Country Never Had Slightest 
Intention of Going to War Over a 
“Parcel of African Sandhills’ — 
Terms of Settlement to be An- 
nounced October |. 

Berlin.—Herr Von Kiderlin Waech- 
ter, the foreign secretury, assures his 
friends that danger of war between 
Germany and France over Morocco 
has passed. He hoped to be able to 
announce the terms of the settlement 
in the Reichstag on October 10, 


Germany according to Herr Von 
Kiderlin Waechter, never had the 
slightest intention of going to war

It further is, understood that the fu- 
ture political status of France in 
Moroceo has been settled. The chief 
task now before the negotiators is to 
find the necessary economic formulas 
to secure genuinely fair treatment for 
Germany and other nationalities in 
Morocco.

It is now clear that Germany will 
consent to a French protectorate over 
Morocco in return for a treaty which 
will strictly define her economic rights 
in. that’ country, and, in. addition to 
this, a slice of the Congo. It is un- 
derstood that Germany is asking 400,- 
}000 square miles in the Congo. France 
is reluctant to cede more than 150,000 
square miles.

The white kernel produces a delicious 
cream, a good substitute for milk; 
while the oil is used as a lubricant 
for goap and candle-making. It is 
also applied to counteract the stings 
| of scorpions. The refuse 
or o'leake, is valuable as food for 
animals and poultry, and as fertilizer 
fcr the soil. From the shell, drink- 
ing cups, spoons, lamps, firewood, 
and even tooth-powders are obtained. 
The husk supplies fibre for mattresses 
and cushions, brushes, and mats, 
ropes, cable-nets, and even the har- 
ness for bullocks, The web sustain- 
ing the foot-stalks is made into 
strainers and torches, 

The tree also acts as a conductor 


in protecting bases from lightning.
